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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fomis the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

2. Claims 13-20,23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US 5228164 (Graf et al) in view of US 6485776 (Janusson et al). 

Graf teaches a kit for preparing an anatomical model of a foot as claimed (see 
col. 1 , lines 12-18 & col. 2, lines 4-5 and 56+) including: 

-a sock structure which is rolled over a foot (hardable shell fomning fabric; see 
col. 2, lines 58-60) comprising elastomeric fibers woven into glass fiber textile (see col. 

3. line 26 to col. 4, line 13) carrying an activatable hardenable compound (see col. 5, 
line 45 to col. 7, line 43, 

-a compliant flexible liner (Graf teaches using two stockings one of which could 
be the liner and Graf teaches a tubular polyester rib-knit (col. 12, lines 41-45) which also 
could represent the liner), 

-a pourable and settable polyurethane material (filler material - see col.7, line 63 
to col. 8, line 58), 

-an inner stocking member (col. 4, lines 48-50 and col. 11, lines 23-25, and 
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-spacer elements (see col. 9, lines 12-15 and col. 1, lines 29-31). 

Regarding claim 17, the wedges and the like taught at col. 9, lines 12-15 can 
inherently be applied at the toe and dorsal regions of the foot. Applicant is claiming 
(e.g. claims 13-21) a "kit" and not the method of making the last. 

Graf fails to specifically point out that flexible liner being a non-porous, moisture 
impervious surface formed from a continuously cured material (i.e. silicone - claim 24) 
but does teach other material can be used to protect the foot, see col. 8, line 67 to col. 
9, line 6. Janusson teaches a process of making a prosthetic (i.e. an artificial member 
to replace a limb on a body and therefore an anatomical model for a limb) liner having a 
non-porous, moisture impervious surface formed from a continuously cured elastomer 
such as silicone (see col. 1, lines 55-60; col. 2, lines 9-10,51-60; col. 6, lines 60-63). 
The liner is applied to a tubular fabric and is elastic to enable it to fit, rollover and 
confomi to residual limb (see col. 1 , lines 20-33). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to construct the liner of Graf with a non-porous, 
moisture Impervious surface formed from a continuously cured material such as 
silicone, as taught by Janusson, to facilitate fitting and conforming to the limb. 
Moreover, it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a 
known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious 
design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 

Response to Arguments 
3. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
